(From Monday's Dally.) 


Albert F. Judd, Chief Justice of Ha- 


waii, died last evening at 7:30 o'clock, 
at his residence on Nuuanu street after 
an Illness lasting many months. His 
death was hourly expected during the 
day, and Dr. Wood, the attending phy- 
sician, did not believe toe would tide 
over the afternoon. He sank Into un- 
consciousness then, and when darkness 
came he passed peacefully to the other 
world. The immediate family and rela- 
tives, togetaer with a few intimate 
friends of the late Chief Justice, were 
present at his bedside during the last 
moments. 
Dr. Wood, who had been 


with the dying Jurist almost constantly 
up to a late hour in the afternoon, was 
absent when the end came. 


The news spread fast and was known 


In almost every household In Honolulu 
within an hour. Many messages of 
condolence were sent to the widow and 
her sons and daughters, and a large 
number of friends called in person to 
extend their sympathy and services. 


The Chief Justice's health began to 


fail last summer and he was compelled 
to take a vacation from his labors on 
the bench and was finally advised by 
hla physician to seek rest and a change 
on the Mainland whence he sailed in 
company with Mrs. Judd in September 
last. The trip extended to the Atlantic 
ocean, and the Interior of New York 
state, was sought with a view of get- 
ting as far as possible from the excite- 
ment of the city or the seashore, and 


knowledge of conditions in Hawaii 
which were invaluable. A knowledge 
of Hawaiian law and of all the tradi- 
tions of old government stood him In 
good stead, and these he gained large- 
ly from his rather Dr. Gerritt P. Judd, 
who was for a number of years the 
Minister of Finance In the early days 
of the monarchy. The latter being a 
minister of the government, and the 
Rev. 
Richard Armstrong, being the 


Minister of Education, their children 
were the only white children who were 
privileged to attend what 
waa then 


called the Royal School. 


This was maintained at Kawaiahao, 


under the control of Mr. and Mrs. S. 
Cooke, the parents of Chas. M. Cooke. 
By this early association Judge Judd 
acquired an Intimate knowledge of 
Hawaiian customs and laws as then 
observed. Thle also tended to increase 
an intimacy with the chiefs and an ob- 
servation of the administration of gov- 
ernment which became of 
Immense 
service to him In after years.

Only one 
who thorough'y understood, the nativa 
habit of thought, who was familiar 
with the language, who took, as a na-

Albert F. Judd was born January 7, 


1838, and was therefore a little over six- 
ty-two years of age at the Tame of Ms 
death. 
He commenced his education 


at Punahou College under the Rev. E. 
G. Beckwith, and also under Rev. IXn- 
lel Dole, the father of President Dole. 
Thence he was sent to Yale College 
where he completed his academical as 
well as his law course, 
graduating 


therefrom in 1858, at the age of twenty. 
He returned to Honolulu and hegan the 
practice of law. 
He travelled exten- 


sively before hla marriage, and trav- 
erse- Europe, finishing his education. 
It was while on this tour that he met 
Miss Agnes, the daughter of Rev. James 
R. Boyd of Geneva, New York. They 
were married In the United States and 
came to Honolulu to reside permanent- 
ly. During the brief reign of Lunalilo, 
Mr. Judd, then a prominent member 
of the Hawaiian Bar, was appointed 


Two Extraordinary Scenes in the 


Palace at Peking — How the 


Emperor Was Coerced, 


SHANGHAI, May 9.—Recent events in 


China have given special significance to 
the condition of the young Emperor 
Kuang HBU, who la still looked upon as 
the hope cf the Chinese Reform party. 
The Emperor, whose abdication has been 
deferred by the old Empress Dowager 
awing to the strong protests which she 
received on the subject, is said to be In 
very poor health. The foreign diploma- 
tists at Peking had an audience with him 
on February 19, and they were shocked 
to note the great change in his appear- 
ince. One year ago, when the Diplomat- 
ic Corps had another audience with him. 
h^ was found to be of very delicate ap- 
pearance, but he seemed healthy 
and 


took a lively interest in the proceedings, 
i his time^ however, when the diploma- 
cists called to congratulate him on 
the 


.•ew year, they were shocked to see hla 
jrawn face of grayish-yellow color and 
nls deep-set eyes surrounded by dark 
rings, all testifying to his feeble bodily 
condition.

very clearly that she is violently opposed 
to any reforms. The Manchu princes. 
among whom the high offices are appor- 
tioned, encourage their mistress in her 
fight against foreign reforms.

his assassination, ordering the discharge 
of foreign officers and closing all schools 
ana colleges of Western learning, have 
led to the union of a large number of 
Influential Chines* in the treaty ports, 
who now propose to work for reform ir 
the Government.

Those who have had occasion during 


the past few years to note with care the 
career of Sanford B. Dole at Hawaii can. 
give the heartiest approval to the action 
of the President in appointing that honest 
ana capable man as the first Territorial 
Governor of the islands. Throughout the 
story of the last years of the corrupt 
monarchy, of the revolt against Jthe 
crown, of the Institution of a republic^ of 
the long flght for annexation and, finally 
of the reorganization o£ Hawaii under 
the American flag, the figure of Dole 
stands forward In a clear light of purity 
and honor. Endowed with a gracious at- 
tractive personality, Mr. Dole combines 
gentleness of nature and breadth and 
strength of mind. He was beyond com- 
parison the right man for the trying 
emergency through which Hawaii had to 
pass in order to secure the peace of 
American sovereignty. 
His fair, judicial 
mind enabled him to grasp all views of 
the perplexing problems which arose to 
obstruct the course of the revolutionists 
His honorable character and regard for 
the rights of others endeared him to the 
natives while holding firmly to him the 
respect and fidelity of the whites. As 
President of Hawaii he was easily one of 
the ablest of modern rulers, and his high 
character was reflected in the men with 
whom he was surrounded, constituting a 
government of unusual 
and character.

It was most fortunate for Hawaii that 
such men as Dole and his colleagues took 
thp helm of state. Had the little govern- 
ment fallen into less scrupulous hands

break and* for a great many years was 
a deacon and a member of the standing 
committee of Central Union Church. 


When Mr. Judd first went upon the 


Bench in 1874, Honolulu was practical- 
ly occupied by a foreign naval force 
which had been landed during the elec- 
tion riot between the 
adherents of 


Queen Emma and Kalakaua. Political 
feeling among the Hawaiians ran so 
high in favor of Queen Emma 'hat it 
took much time to bring affairs hack 
to a normal condition. Many rioters 
were arrested as a result and Indlcte-l. 
Shortly after the kingdom became set 
tied under the reign of Kalakaua, th 
latter arrogated to himself the right t 
demand the stamp duty as a persona 
requisite, and Justice Judd had to in 
terpose. The King demanded the dut 
on the ground that the Stamp Law pro 
vlded for the payment of the stam 
money to himself. All the 
Justiivs 


rendered opinions in the matter ant. 
ihe affair was finally amicably adjusted 
ed by Judge Judd's Influence. In th 
revolution of 1887 when a change wa_ 
made in the Constitution of Hawaii In 
a manner not provided for in that in 
portant document; there were many 


Attorney-General of the Kingdom in 
1873, 
holding this position until the 


death of the King, when he again en- 
gaged In the private practice of his 
profession. On February 18, 1874, the 
appointment aa Seco' -1 Associate Jus- 
tice of tne Supreme Bench was offered 
to him and accepted. This position he 
held until he became, In line of pro- 
motion, the First Associate Justice on 
February 1, 1877. By the death of the 
late Chief Justice Harris in 1881, he 
succeeded to the Chief Justiceship on 
November 5th of that year, a position 
which he held until his death. 


During the whole period of his pub- 


lic service, his life has been singularly 
free from the trials and tribulations 
which ordinarily beset men In public 
office. He had gome great advantages 
whirh enabled him to lulflll his duties 


who dissented from the decision of thi 
Court upon the difficult question of *hi 
personal veto power of the King, bu, 
the strong position taken by the court 
during the revolution of 1889, happily 
disposed of the Issue in a liberal way 
Thds decision met with general ap- 
proval. 


Justice Judd went upon the Bencn 


when he was thirty-four years old, and 
next to Judge Wllcox has occupied a 
public office for a longer period than 
any other lawyer In the Islands.

The directors of the new electric light 
plant 
company, which was organized

Orders will be placed at 
once with firms on the Mainland for the 
machinery, and bids will be called

on construction. The company is incor- 
porated for J200,000. The plant will be 
put In equipped for lighting, refrigerating 
and power purposes. The 
refrigerating 
department will have a capacity of twen- 
ty-five tons per day, and the lighting de- 
partment will be sufficient to furnish 5,- 
000 lights. The power will be sufficient 
for railway purposes also. The water 
will be taken from the Walluku In a 30-

Crooked Ballots Make 


Election Void. 


FRAUD AT KALI III 


Officers in tho Seventh Precinct 


the Fifth District, Check 
Dis- 


honest Methods. 


(From Monday's Daily.) 


Seven precincts In the Fourth district 


and ten In the Mfth district of Oahu 
held elections Saturday for delegates to 
the district convention of Republicans 
which meets on May 30 in Honolulu, to 
elect two delegates to the National Re- 
publican convention at Philadelphia, on 
June 19. / Each precinct was empowered 
to elect one delegate, except the Second 
precinct of the Fourth district, which 
was to elect two delegates. Returns 
from all the precincts could not be ob- 
tained yesterday. In one or two cases 
It is understood that there was no elec- 
tion held. In the Seventh precinct of 
the Fifth district the election was void- 
ed toy fraud. In all the precincts many 
natives, in proportion to the native pop- 
ulation and the expected vote, cast their 
ballots, Showing an active interest in 
Republican politics on the part of the 
Hawaiians. The following were all the 
figures obtainable at the time of going 
to press: 


The election in the Fifth district, 


Seventh precinct, for a delegate to the 
Republican District convention, held in 
the Reform School building last Satur- 
day afternoon between the hours of 4 
and 6 o'clock, was declared by the 
judges to be null and void on the ground 
that the ballot box was "stuffed," and 
further, that a large number of voters 
registered at the laat moment who were 
not In any way qualified, not even being 
able to read or write the English or Ha- 
waiian language. h Many expected that 
they would be permitted eimply to 
make their marks in place of signing 
their names in registering. 


Captain J. C. Cluney, B. P. Zablan 


and Rev. Tlmoteo were the judges. 
When It came to the count it was found 
that 150 ballots had been cast, whereas 
only 140 names had been registered. 


There was considerable excitement in 


the Reform School for a while, and that 
the affair did not end up in an old- 
fashioned "free-for-all" is due entirely 
to the eloquent persuasive powers of T. 
McOants Stewart, the muscular form of 
K. R. G. Wallace and the Quaker quali- 
ties of Captain Cluney. 


The ballot box was a large sugar tin 


with a slit In the top, and reposed on a 
table in front of the three judges. All 
.went .wejl .until Jailer Henry .of Oahu 
prison came forward to cast Ms vote. 


"This will never do," he declared. 


"This Is no way to cast your ballots," 
and he Insisted that the sugar tin 
should be removed to a room by itself, 
and that the voter should be unobserv- 
ed while casting his vote. 


Captata Cluney thought that the best 


thing to do was to have a trusted man 
look after the ballot box. 
"I knew that the opposition was out," 


said the Captain, "and I wanted to 
guard against funny business." 


Finally the ballot box was removed 


to another room and the voting con- 
tinued. Captain Cluney expressed his 
dissatisfaction concerning the putting 
of the sugar tin In a separate room by 
itself. 
"There will toe trouble," he declared. 


But Zablan and Timoteo, the other two 
judges, said it was all right, and so it 
had to go. 
"What will you do If too many votes 


are cast?" inquired Cluney, getting an- 
gry."0, If there are a few over, we can 
fix it," answered Zablan. 


"Plx It how?" said Cluney. 
"0, it can be managed somehow," Za- 


blan replied. 


\V nen a South Sea Islander wanted to 


vote, It was discovered that he could 
not wrue. Timoteo proceeded to teach 
the fellow how to sign his name. Cluney 
got mad.

shortly returning with his name writ- 
ten out. 
"See, he can write all right," said his 


friends. But Cluney Insisted that the 
man write his name In the public pres- 
ence to show if he could really master 
the task. Timoteo then took hold of 
the South Sea Islander's hand to make 
him write. 
Captain Cluney was getting furious. 


He said things In broad Anglo-Saxon. 
The upshot of the matter was that the 
man did not vote. 


All these things were 'learned from 


members of the Kalihl Council at the 
residence of T. McCants Stewart at Ka- 
Bhl last evening. 
Captain Cluney, K. R. G. Wallace, 


William Mutch and the able lawyer 
above mentioned were gathered on the 
tatter's veranda discussing the events 
of the night before. 
People actually went to register on 


Friday who 'had been taught how to 
sign their names within the last few 
days, for when they were requested to 
fin 1» their residences, occupation, etc., 
they couldn't do it 
They had simply 


mastered their names for the occasion. 


Ten Chinese applied and numerous 


Portuguese registered. 


The rift-raff gathered around, those 


who had no business there, as well as 
some who had, occasionally gave vent 
to the battle cry of "Down with the 
haoles and the missionaries," and simi- 
lar ungentlemanly expressions. 


When the registering was pau. Fri- 


day, only eighty-seven names were re- 
corded. When the voting commenced 
at 4 o'clock Saturday afternoon there 
were 140 registered. So there was con- 
eiderable hustling at the last moment. 


"Somebody was trying to wring in a 


cold deck," said Captain Cluaey. 


As stated before, when the judges dis- 


covered the ballot box had been stuffed 
they unanimously declared the election 
null and void. 
At this point in the pi oceediogs, T. 


^tiCants Stewart stepped forward an« 
osK-ed of the Judges: 


"Do you declare the&e elections null 


and void?" 


"We do,' said the judges. 
"V> hat are we to report?" sadd Za- 


blan. 


"Simply that the ballot box contained 


more ballots than there were registered 
voters," answered the lawyer. 


"As chairman of the Executive Com- 


mittee I am going to take charge oi 
this ballot box and I announce that I 
shall call a meeting of the Executive 
Committee to decide on what to do 
with the same." 


Zablan said "No!" 
T. McCants Stewart then read a rule 


of the local club giving the executive 
Committee full charge of all properties 
of the association in the absence of tne 
association. Stewart started off witn 
the ballot-box under his arm whan, W. 
R. Sims—so Stewart relates the inci- 
dent—look hold of it also. And then 
these two men held a lengthy and 
strongly-contested argument as to who 
had a right to the box. Sims declared 
that he was standing up for the judges 
while Stewart was holding on for the 
Executive Committee. At last the box 
was placed on the table and 
Sims, 


overcome by Stewart's eloquence, said: 
"You're right." 
Stewart continuing with the etory 


said: "James Holt ihanded me a paper 
and in the presence of the judges and 
the assembled people I emptied the bal- 
lots out of the box into 
the paper, 


wrapped them up and gave mem to 
Mr. Mutch, who is a member of tne Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and then I Jumped 
on my bicycle and started for home." 


Before the party broke up Simt> re- 


quested that the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee be called for Sunday 
morning at 11 o'clock. This was agreed 
upon but as Stewart expressed it, "we 
couldn't get in telephone touch with 
the members." 
It has been decided to hold the Ex- 


ecutive meeting tonight, Monday, at 
the Kalihi-waena School house. 


Sims changed his mind about the 


ballots after Stewart left and advised 
Zablto and Timoteo, the two native 
Judges that they ought to have the 
ballots. 
Zablan demanded the ballots as one 


of the judges, from Mr. Mutch. Mutch 
held on to them as a member of the 
Executive Committee. 
"Not much!" 


he eald.. 


K. R. G. Wallace, the man of muscle, 


stood by in case he was needed; he was 
going to see that the Executive Com- 
mittee got the ballots all right. Then 
Sims changed his mind again and said: 


"Mutch, I can trust you, take the bal- 


lots." 
"You'll have to trust 
me," 
said 


Mutch. Mutch's rig carried the ballots 
home. 
"It was a case of 'Love's Labor 


Lost,' " said Stewart, speaking of the 
master generally.

"We regret very much the outcome 


of this aflalr," eaid he. "We believe 
the primaries are at the basis of all 
government, and that they should be 
safeguarded as carefully as tne gen- 
eral elections.

"It was only the other day that the 


report reached the Kalinl Council that 
T. McCants Stewart couldnt. be man- 
aged in Brooklyn and was paid to get 
out of that city. 


"Now 
I defy anybody to search my 


political record extending over a quar- 
:er of a century, of which sixteen years 
were spent in New York, and find a 
single instance where T. McCants Stew- 
art ever handled a dollar in politics 
either for himself or for disbursement 
among others. I can not too empint- 
.cally express my regret Of the out- 
come of Saturday's primaries."

Chief Justice Albert F. Juou lay in state was lowered into the grave 
yesterday afternoon at the family resi- 
dence. All day long a continuous stream 
of friends came, bearing gifts of flow- 
ers. Large numbers of Hawaiians paid 
their tribute to the dead, for among 
them the late Jurist was looked upon 
as few white men have 'been. 


The floral tributes filled the residence 


and about the casket they were heaped 
proiusely. The casket rested between 
the drawing room and the duning room. 


The services were held at 4 o'clock, 


the Rev. vVilliam M. Kincaid officiating. 
Old-tdme friends were given seats of 
honor in the drawing room, and the 
family occupied the dining room. The 
native custom of waiving the kahili 
over the body of the deceased was ob- 
served during the services, lending to 
the scene reminiscences of the olden 
days. 
Henry Smith, who held hagh 


place in Mr. Judd's esteem, took on 
humself this last service. 


At the entrance to the residence stood 


two police omcers, posted there by the 
Marshal, while near the waiting h-earse 
were eight others who acted as honor- 
ary pall-bearers. A squad of twenty

A High School Wanted. 


Wanted—a High School. To merely 


mention the fact that a high school is 
an Imperative need of Wailuku, will 
be sufficient to suggest to the minds of 
many that it is somewhat singular that 
such an institution 
has not already 


been established here. The Island of 
Maul Is well equipped with 
primary 


schools, and tteir teachers are as good, 
with few exceptions, as can he found in 
Massachusetts or California. Year af- 
ter year, young men leave these pri- 
mary or grammar schools, Just at the 
Ume when they begin to appreciate 
the need of an education; but because 
they are not able to go off to school, 
n Honolulu or elsewhere, they go out 
nto life with a scanty knowledge of 
much that they have a right to know. 


Many Maul boys are sent away at a 


leavy expense by parents who are 
hardly able to bear the expense, simply 
)ecause there are no facilities 
for 


higher education at home. Wailuku is 
an ideal spot for a high school, on ac- 
:ount of its climatic ond other advan- 
ages and the people of Maui generally 
and of Wailuku in particular, should 
end their aid to a movement in this 
direction. 


Plantation Labor. 


There seems to be what the News 


:onsiders an undue alarm concerning 
he matter of plantation labor, under 
he changed conditions which wilt pre- 
•ail after June 15. One thing should 
be kept clearly in view, and that is 
hat the majority of the labor on the 
plantations will be quite as anxious

Commissioner of Immigration Until 


Reorganization -- Orders 


- 
By Coptic. 


Federal Chinese Inspector J. K. Brown 
received orders on the Coptic to take 
charge of all immigration matters in 
the Hawaiian Islands on and after Ter- 
ritorial Day, June 15th, and remain in 
charge until the reorganization of the 
service here. 


In answer to an inquiiy regarding 


the coming of Chinese Into this coun- 
try, Mr. Brown informed an Advertiser 
reporter that It was almost impossible 
for a Chinese who was not entitled to 
land here to get into these Islands. 


It is commonly supposed that Chinese 


are to a large extent managing to get 
into tne country when they have no 
right to. This can hardly be the case 
under existing laws and methods of 
precaution. 


Chinese laborers leaving here with 


the intention of returning are supplied 
with United States certificates, with 
their photographs attached, and must 
return to the Islands before the ex- 
piration of one year from the time of 
their departure. 


Of course, there is perhaps one chance 


in a hundred thai, a Chinese will pass 
his certificate and photograph over 10 
a fellow Chinese in his own country 
who closely resembles him to appear- 
ance, so that the substitute may come 
to the Islands in place ol him who went 
away. This is very improbable, how- 
iver, for a returning Chinese is subject 
to very close examination, and has to 
prove his Identity in cases of any doubt, 
by the testimony of people here. 
In 


order to return t» the Islands, a Chinese 
must have here a wife, a child, a parent 
or property to the value of a thousand 
dollars. 


Hawaiian Born Chinese. 


The greatest difficulty is wieh the na- 


tive born. This same trouble is what 
s creating so much botber in San Fran- 
oisco 
Chinese born in these Island? 


are entitled to return. They go away 
when ttey are children and return af 
adults, so that photographs are of no 
use in these oases. However, wher 
Chinese born here return here their 
birth here has to be satisfactorily 


ved before they are allowed to land 


When a steamer brings Chinese to 


these shores the Chinese have first o' 
all to stay in quarantine for a period of 
eight davs, during which time thor 
oug'h investigation is made concerning 
each 
individual's right to enter the 


country Their friends or relatives in 
:his country are closely questioned and 
all precautions taken against admitting 


'hinese who are not entitled to come 


here. 
Over eighteen hundred Hawaiian birth 
ertificates belonging to Chinese still 
away from this country are on file here 
waiting to help identify native born 
Ohmese on their return to this country 


Very soon the work of the special 


Chinese inspector will 
be combined 


with the duties of the immigration bu- 
reau, for a bill has already passed the 
Senate providing for the consolidation 
of the special Chinese act with the gefl- 
•ral immigration managemgnt. 


Tbe act to prohibit the importation 


and immigration of foreigners and al- 
ens under contract to perform albor in 
he Unit d States and Its Territories -s 
of special interest in connection w..n 
.he Chinese question here, inasmuch as 
he law applies to these Islands on June 
5th next, when Hawaii becomes a Ter- 
ritory of the United States.

SAL AH IF 3 TO GO UP. 


'There has been an open question for 
some time past in the Department of 
Pub-ic Instruction regarding the use 
that could be made of the appropria- 
tion of $150,000, made by the Council 
of State for -Support0of Public Schools 
Pay Roll" in addition to the amount 
appropriated by the last legislature. 


There is a salary schedule 
which 


provides for certain 
Increase of pay 


trom time to time for length of service 
and other causes. Many teachers who 
oecame entitled to a rise during the 
iast year failed to receive It, the appro- 
priation available at the time being 
.usufflcient to enab.e the Board to live 
up to its own rules in this respect. 


On the one hand it was claimed that, 


although not so expressed in the Act, 
ihe Council of State made the appro- 
priations with the understanding that 
none of the 
money so appropriated 


should be used to raise existing sala- 
ries, but only for paying additions to 
the 
teaching 
force, 
although 
the 


amount required for such rise was In- 
cluded in the appropriation. 


On the other hand it was urged that 


to give teachers the salaries to which 


the salary schedule entitled them ana 
which had been withheld temporarily 
from lack of funds 
was not in any 


proper sense raising salaries but on*y 
correcting an Injustice due to tempo- 
rary conditions. 


The matter was happily settled by 


the Executive Council voting yester- 
day that the Commissioners of Edu- 
cation might use the Council of State 
appropriation for the purpose of in- 
creasing salaries in accordance with 
their schedule. 


This seems strictly In 
accordance 


with justice and will be good news to 
many hard-working and deserving pub- 
lic servants who have suffered hard- 
ship through no fault of their ^wn. 


The following was the action taken 


by the Executive Council: 


"Whereas, there was an agreement 


in the Executive Council relative to 
the appropriation bills submitted to the 
Council of State, which were to be sub- 
ject to the President's approval, that 
increase of salaries should not be ask- 
ed for, and 


"Whereas, the Council of State hav- 


ing appropriated sufficient funds for 
aji Increase 
under the 
schedule of 


teacher's salaries, and on the basis of 
such Increase, and 


"Whereas, the Council of State has 


not adopted any limit as to the ex- 
penditure of such funds for the pay- 
ment of teachers or any 
expression 


against such raise of salaries. 


"It is voted that the Commissioners 


of Public Instruction shan be author- 
iecl to make an Increase of salaries ac- 
cording to their schedule within the 
limits of such appropriation."

Lead the Movement. 


(From Saturday's Daily.) 


A meeting of persons interested in ag- 


ricultural and small farming interests 
ini the Hawaiian Islands was held last 
Bvening at the High School building for 
the purpose of reviving the old Royal 
Hawaiian Agricultural Society, drop- 
ing the "Royal" in the title. The meet- 
ing was presided over by Allan Herbert, 
who has been largely instrumental in 
having the society revived, and who has 
done much to advance agriculture In 
Hawaii. The members present were: 
President Dole, Allan Herbert, Lucy M. 
Adams, E. P. Dole, Will B. Fisher, Da- 
vid Haughs, Stearns Buck, Christian 
Andrews, H. R. Hanna, Edgar Wood, 
James Dole, H. W. Schmidt, Byron O. 
Clark, T. H. Gibson and J. E. Hlggins. 


Mr. Biggins, of the Normal School, as 


secretary of the meeting, has begun his 
labors with the society by taking co- 
pious notes of the proceedings, which 
will be useful for future reference, as 
have been the records of the old Royal 
Society to the present one just organ- 
ized. The first one was organized in 
1850, 
and held regular meetings for a 


number of years, but finally ifhe organ- 
ization collapsed, largely due to the in- 
terest being directed to cane growing, 
so that very little time was given to 
email farming. 
, 
The committee appointed to draft by- 


laws and rules of order reported giving 
the outlines of the proposed constitu- 
tion, Which was to the effect that the 
by-laws and rules of the old society be 
adopted, with the changes that the pres- 
ent conditions demanded. 
It was proposed further that a!l for- 


mer members of the Royal Society be 
made honorary members, and the an- 
nual fee was placed at $1 for member- 
ehdp, and for the life membership ?50. 
Will E. Fisher availed himself of the 
last measure and became a life member 
before leaving the meeting. The report 
of the Committee was adopted upon mo- 
tion of President Dole. 
Mr. Bryan of the Bishop Museum then 


delivered a discourse upon th© birds of 
the Islands and their relation to agri- 
culture. He said that the native birds 
are for the most part honeysuckers, and 
their natural habitat is some 3,000 feet 
above sea level. For this reason they 
play a very unimportant part in Ha- 
waiian agriculture. It Is therefore the 
.birds which have been Introduced that 
are the most important from an agncul- 
tural standpoint. Mir. Bryan mentioned 
various birds, such as the rice bird, 
the mynah bird and the English spar- 
row, stating that it is yet an open ques- 
tion whether these birds do as much in- 
jury to us as we have been accustomed 
to suppose. He called for assistance on 
the part of any interested in the collect- 
ing of birds for an examination of their 
crops to order to ascertain what their 
real feeding habits are, and to what ex- 
tent they should be pronounced bene- 
ficial and to what extent injurious. 


Miss Lucy Adams of the Kamehameha 


Girls' School read a paper upon Indus- 
trial Schools. She recommended very 
strongly the agricultural idea of school 
for girls as well as boys. She mention- 
ed various schools where girls and 
young ladies are pursuing practical ed- 
ucatton in agriculture and horticulture. 
She proposed various things in the way 
of industrial work, such as the collect- 
ing of "glue flowers," which are worth 
about 60 cents a pound for sachet pow- 
der in New York. She recommended 
that a competent agriculturist who 
thoroughly understands the business 
should be given charge of the work in 
the industrial school of the girls. 
Will B Fisher expressed himself as 


glad he had left a political meeting to 


to the Agricultural Society. He

NEW CONCRETE BUILDINGS. 


C B Ripley the architect, Is expec'ed in Honolulu next Saturday. He will 


come fully prepared to go ahead with the construction of the Stangenwald block 
on Merchant stieet near Fort, the material having already arrived here in great 
quantities. 
A new departure In building operations will be Introduced in the 


erection of this block. He brings with him a patent system of concrete build- 
tnc which is said to be superior to any other form In use at the present time. 
The concrete buildings such as he proposes to put up have been successfully 
constructed In New York., Chicago aad other large cities, and are said to be bet- 
ter safer and far more durable than the building usually 
built 
of brick or 
stone 
Mr. Dickey of the firm of Ripley & Dickey states that a concrete build- 


inir company will be organized as soon as the senior member of the firm ar- 
rives and the Stangenwald block will be the first to receive the. new system. 
One great advantage Is said to be found In the use of concrete, and that Is that. 
where walls constructed of bnck for such a building as is in contemplation are- 
usually of: 20-Inch width, the concrete walls need only be sixteen Inches. Fur- 
thermore, the cost of putting up brick buSWiigs Is enormous. By using the stone 
found In these Islands aad grinding them to a sand size, the cheapest kind of ma- 
terial ts at once on hand. 
Cement, which the architect says can be bought here 
at very nearly the same prioe as on the Coast, makes the cost an appealing fig- 
ure to the prospective builder of any kind of a structure. 
Mr. Dickey explains 


that where brick buildings detfrioratp with increasing age, the concrete class in- 
crease in stability and durability, and would be better in a hundred years than 
when first constructed. 
Concrete buildings find much favor in earthquake coun- 
tries and by using twisted Iron rods laid both horizontally and vertically in the 
concrete mixture cause it to become absolutely proof to 'quakes which would 
ordinarily throw a brick building Into ruins. This scheme of construction, 
the 


architect says, would be admirably adapted for Hllo, where there is a decided 
objection to brick structures on account of the temblors 
which 
occasionally 
shake the big Island. The concrete can also be made into hollow fireproof tiles 
and used In partition-work 
Cnncr*to buildings are said to be cooler than either 


stone or brick. 
ADV1CE TO KAMALO SHAREHOLDERS. 


In speaking of the troubles of the Kamalo Sugar Company, Mr. L. H. Dee, 
chairman of the finance committee, stated yesterday: "The consensus of opin- 
ion of those who have the interests of the shareholders of the Kamalo com- 
pany directly at heart, is that the delinquent shareholders will gain most for 
themselves, and all concerned, by coming Immediately to the front, and, with- 
out any hesitation, pay up their fourth and fifth assessments. The obstacles, or 
these claimed to be such, have of their own volition been removed and opportu- 
nity Is now offered for the stockholders to get In line, get a move on themselves, 
so to speak, and elect new directors If they desire. The first step necessary, 
how- 


e%«?r, is to pay up -all dues on assessable stocks. The money Is most necessary 
at this time, and, on Its production, Kamalo will boom." 


DON'T WANT IT BANKRUPTED. 


The adjourned meeting of the creditors of the Kamalo Sugar Company was 
title1 yesterday afternoon but nothing was done, as the creditors wish to learn 
what action the delinquent stockholders intend to take at a meeting to be held 
by them this evening. An adjournment was therefore taken until Monday. It 
Is stated that the Worthlng-ton Pump Company Is the only creditor which is per- 
sistent In Its efforts to push the company to the point of bankruptcy, and which 
the sugar company claims Is not yet due. Certain of the creditors take Issue 
with the pump company, forcing the Karaalo company Into a position where Its 
security for the balance 01 Its debts would be decreased Instead of Increased, and 
they feel that other steps could be taken which would place the plantation on 
a footing to make a new start rather than to thrust It Into bankruptcy proceedings 
which would have a demoralizing effect generally on its future. Attorney W. A. 
Henshall made the request of the creditors at their meeting yesterday that they 
adjourn to -await the developments of tonight's meeting.
